THE WORLD CHESS CHAMPIONSHIP 


On May 7th, Mikhail Tal, a 23-year- 
old chess journalist from Riga, Soviet 
Latvia, triumphed over Mikhail Botvin- 
nik of Leningrad, to become the young¬ 
est World Chess Champion of the 20th 
Century. 

Botvinnik, who is 48 and has held the 
chess title since 1948 , lost the world 
series when Tal drew his 21st game in a 
2-month duel avidly watched by thousands 
of Soviet spectators. 

Tal forced a draw at the 17th move 
in this last game, which brought his 
score for the series to 12^- points to 
Botvinnik's He only needed a draw 

for the championship. 

His victory gives him considerable 
status inside the Soviet Union for he 
becomes the reigning deity of the game 
which is heavily subsidized by the state 
and which occupies millions of Russian 
leisure hours. The prize money is 
small but rewards in royalties from 
books and articles, and fees for tele¬ 
vision and personal appearances at 
Championship games, are large. 

The new champion captured the imag 
ination of the chess, world with his 
daring play during the seven weeks of 
the tournament. Sometimes his plays 
were unorthodox, at other times were 
made with incredible speed. These tac¬ 
tics apparently confused Botvinnik, who 
won only two matches. Tal took six and 
the remaining thirteen were drawn. 

Here is an interesting report on- the 
tournament by Osgood Caruthers: 

"Into the classical game of chess has 
been injected a new and unorthodox ele¬ 
ment - psychological warfare. It is as 
deadly as it is unorthodox, and it has 
routed a giant of the' chess world. ‘ ■*” 

It is a David and Goliath store in 
more ways than one. The David in this 
story is 23-year-old Mikhail Tal, a dark 
quiet hawk-faced lad with brilliant mem¬ 
ory and imagination and the extreme dar¬ 
ing of youth combined with ability for 
cool unfJustered calculation. 

Tal has brought down giant Mikhail 


3otvinnik, who, for eleven years, with 
but one year's interruption, has held the 
world chess championship. By refusing to 
permit the battle to be fought in the 
classical field of the champion's choosing, 
Tal has thrown a Grandmaster almost twice 
his age into sieges of frustration, con¬ 
sternation, and puzzlement that inevitably 
broke Botvinnik, 

Not all sticklers to orthodox classic 
rules of the game are pleased with the 
victory of the youthful Latvian, who only 
three years ago became an erratic but ris¬ 
ing star of chessdom. Other Gradmasters 
and former world champions who have been 
watching the tense battle on the stage of 
the Pushkin Theatre, in the heart of Mos¬ 
cow, are inclined to shake their heads and 
declare that the great Botvinnik simply 
was off his stride and was not playing his 
usual peerless game of calculated brilliance 
and good form. 

The young student of Russian literature 
from Riga was not playing their kind of 
game either and from the comfort of the 
sidelines they thought they saw glaring 
weaknesses and unnecessary - indeed almost 
undignified - risks in the playing of the 
upstart. But none of this ruffled "Misha"- 
Tal, or halted his Inexorable march to - 
victory. . Moreover, many hail Tal's play¬ 
ing as a' revolution in championship chess 
- a victory of hypnotic wi1i over pure 
controlled mentality. 

In the brief career of the new world 
champion, experts have noted that Tal is 
cleverly mercurial - different with each 
opponent, always enough unlike them in 
approach to the game to keep them off bal¬ 
ance. Tal's method with Botvinnik has been 
to make a sudden dramatic and entirely 
risky move that, on the surface, looks as 
though it were foolish and would get him 
into inextricable difficulty. But Bot- 
■vinnik, taken aback- by the unexpected, 
spends more time than he should, looking 
to see' if there's a sinister trap behind 
this brashness. 

In reality there is such a trap and the 
old champion has fallen into it repeatedly. 
He has used up all his time studying these 
unorthodox moves and then in his haste has 
made mistakes he would not normally be 
expected to make. .continued
